President Ejisenhower’s plan for 
reorganization of the Department of 
Agriculture appears to be timely and

observers of government have long 
felt that the sprawling agricultural 
bureaucracy needed a major overhaul. 


In fact, there had been definite im- 
provements during the last months of 
the previous administration in consoli- 
dating and eliminating useless bureaus 
and excess personnel. Although some 
_phases of the Hoover Commission’s 
“recommendations had been carried out, 
they had not touched the basic reor- 
ganization needs. 


Of all governmental departments, 
that of agriculture appears to have ex- 
perienced the most haphazard growth. 
Bureaus or agencies that were set up 
to do an immediate job, some during 
the war years, were allowed to expand 
beyond the need and to exist past their 
time of usefulness. 


Any moves to simplify the very 
complex operations within the agency 
and “to place -the administration of 
farm programs close to the state and 
local levels and to adapt the adminis- 
tration of the programs of the depart- 
ment of regional, state and local con- 


ditions” seem sensible and in keeping.

Probes Were Intended 
To Aid Legislation 


While congressional investigations 
serve a useful. purpose, it is becoming 
increasingly evident that the American 
public is getting alarmed with the

trend that tends to make this the pri- 
mary function of the House and Senate. 


There are limits to which these in- 
vestigations can go without abridging 
the fundamental rights of freedom of 
the individual. The power to investi- 
gate was not granted Congress to agi- 
tate political questions nor to allow it 
to regiment public opinion. 

The power to conduct probes was 
not given Congress in order that it 
might blacken reputations of citizens 
and undermine the morale of public 
servants for political gain. It was not 
granted to harass and terrify citizens 
to the point of suicide nor to improve 
the political fortunes of men like Mc- 
Carthy, Velde, and a few others. 

The power to investigate was grant- 
ed Congress for one purpose—to allow 
it to gather information on which 
legislation might be based. 

It is evident that the investigating 
business is getting out of hand. In 1951, 
there were 225 probes and this number 
had grown in 1952 to 236. At the pres- 
ent rate, all records will be shattered 
in 1953, with investigations of the 
probers being the ultimate. Intent on 
providing themselves with headlines, 
many lawmakers are giving liftle at- 
tention to their job of making laws. 

If investigations are necessary to 
provide legislation, well and good. But 
if the multiple probes are interfering 
with the primary duty of Congress to 
make laws, and if they are invading 
the field of local government and indi- 
vidual rights, they are against the best 
interests of the American people. 
What legislation, for instance, could 
come out of an investigation of schools 
and churches unless it be aimed at free- 
dom of information and freedom of 
religion?

Alabama A pplauds 
Milk Price Cut 


For the first time in years, the Ala- 
bama State Milk Control Board has reduced 
the price of milk. 


It heard all the usual arguments, but 
also new ones—principally the comment of 
some distributors that milk sales were fall- 
ing. There was an evident fear of milk 
being priced out of the market. 


The producers, from all reports, offered 
their usual contentions, that costs were 
higher, that they were not making any 
money “‘as is,”’ and naturally fought against 
a decrease. 

The producers’ problem is either unique 
in Alabama, or else there is tod much dairy- 
ing inefficiency, or dairying on too small a 
scale to be profitable. 

We cannot ignore the fact that milk is 
produced in a lot of states no better off 
agriculturally than Alabama, and for much 
lower costs. The argument of, ‘‘Give us time 
to build herds, raise pastures,’’ and so on, 
has been going on so long it has whiskers.

its competitors might 
do, has boldly reduced 
prices. 

For many years the 
American people have 
had it dinned in their 
ears that American in- 
dustry is controlled by 
trusts which fix prices 
and that a few large 
companies, by domi- 
& nating the field, control 

thé market for their products. Democrats 
have inveighed against what they called 
“‘oligopoly’’ and demagogues in trade-union 
forums have-denounced large business as 
monopolistic. 


The demonstration which the Chrysler 
Corp. has just given effectively refutes.any 
such argument. The announcement of a 
price decrease does not necessarily mean 
that all companies will follow suit. 


The significance of the Chrysler action 
is that the public generally has been asked 
to believe, ever since price controls were 
imposed a decade or more ago, that re- 
moval of restrictions on price or output 
necessarily leads to higher prices to the 
consumer, Again and again the Democratic 
administrations have insisted on retaining 
laws to continue price restrictions so as 
really to influence the course of the econ- 
omy while opponents have argued for free- 
dom from such restraints. 


Today, as most of the controls are being 
lifted, there are some products and raw 
materials which have gone up slightly in 
price while others have come down. Some- 
times price rises are necessary after con- 
trols are lifted so as to correct inequities 
in the cost picture which couldn’t be cured 
under controls. But, in the long run, prices 
are brought down as efficiency with new 
machinery makes quantity production less 
expensive, 

The true importance of the price reduc- 
tion by the Chrysler Corp. is that it em- 
phasizes the return of a supply-and-demand 
situation in America. It is an application 
of the principle that no monopoly should 
be permitted to hold up the consumer by 
a concerted arrangement of eompetitors to 
fix prices. Unfortunately, there are monop- 
olistic factors that are not covered by law. 

Thus, a nationwide bargaining instru- 
ment in the form of a big labor union can 
fix the price of important products by fix- 
ing the labor cost. Larger companies can 
absorb the extra expenses, but smaller 
ones often cannot. Yet they are expected 
to pay the same rates of wages as the 
bigger fellows. This results in forcing 
smaller companies to beg the larger ones 
to take them over. That’s one way com- 
petition is cut down. 

The automobile industry is a_ sharply 
competitive industry and in ifs history 
many large companies have been built out 
of smaller ones while still others have 
fallen by the wayside.

‘Change’ Pattern 


Assumes Shape 


WASHINGTON—Gradually the pattern of 
‘the change’ promised by Republicans is 
beginning to assume form here. It de- 
volves upon the reporter to fit the pieces 
together to give them meaning, so that, 
whether you happen to like the nature of 

the change or not, 
you may be able to un- 
derstand some things 
that will oecur hence- 
forth to affect you in 
your daily living and 
your business. 

As forecast here be- 
fore the new adminis- 
tration took office, it is 
now revising the per- 

| sonnel of various com- 
, IRR missions and _ special 
agencies that have been created by Con- 
gress through the years to protect the pub- 
lic interest in important ways. It is thus 
reshaping their policies to create what is 
known around here as ‘‘a more favorable 
climate”? for business, though this, as will 
be shown, does not necessarily mean small 
business. Nor, above all, does it mean the 
consumer. 

Take, for example, public housing. Fif- 
teen years ago, Congress established a pur- 
pose of eliminating slum areas, both city 
and rural, and replacing them with clean, 
decent abodes at reasonable rentals by a 
measure of financial assistance to local 
communities. 

The new head of the Housing and Home 
Finance Administration is Albert M. Cole, 
lame duck Republican congressman from 
Kansas, who devoted himself in the House 
of Representatives to fighting bitterly the 
housing acts that he now is administering. 
His appointment was loudly protested in 
the Senate, but he was confirmed with 
only 18 votes against him. 

Another agency in which millions all 
over the country now have a stake is the 
Rural Electrification Administration in the 
Department of Agriculture through which, 
by means of loans to co-operatives, the 
benefits of electricity have been spread far 
and wide to America’s farms. 

The REA act specifically forbids politics 
in the appointment of its administrative of- 
ficials, and a 10-year term was fixed for 
its directing head, REA administrator. A 
few days ago Claude Wickard, former Sec- 
retary of Agriculture who held that post, 
was asked by the White House to get out 
pronto, though, his term still had two years 
to run. He got out and is now back on his 
farm in Indiana. 

REA has been fought constantly by the 
private utilities. While it is so thoroughly 
grounded now among its participating co- 
operatives that they are alert to its ad- 
ministration, there is a threat to its further 
expansion. The administrator can be in- 
fluential in expansion policy. Consequently, 
there is lively interest on who will succeed 
Mr. Wickard as well as whether other offi- 
cials eventually will be weeded out to make 
places for political appointees.

Sniped-At Dulles Must Know by Now 


How Predecessor Dean Acheson Felt 


WASHINGTON—The State department 
under the Eisenhower administration is be- 
ginning to suffer the same sort of attack 
from the same = irresponsible’ die-hard 
sources that came to be habitual during the 
preceding Truman regime. 

After being called a liar and a falsifier 
by such tight-wing extremists as Joe Mc- 
Carthy of Wisconsin and 
Pat McCarran of Ne- 
vada, Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles must 
feel a kindred spirit for 
his predecessor, Dean 
Acheson, who faced a 
fire of similar abuse. 

The fight has not 
reached the stage yet 
where Mr. Dulles is ac- 
cused of harboring Com- 
munists in the State de- 
partment, but it is getting near that. He is 
charged with giving clearance to persons 
for important appointments under the de- 
partment who are bad security risks, which 
amounts to the same thing. 

After preliminary skirmishing, matters 
have come to a head on the nomination of 
Charles E. Bohlen as American ambassa- 


dor to Moscow. Even after the Senate for- 


eign relations committee unanimously re- 
ported the Bohlen nomination the fight did 
not let up. 

It was thus evident, as a conservative 
publication like the New .York Times has 
been quick to point out, that ‘‘the funda- 
mental break long expected between the 
Eisenhower administration and the predom- 


inantly Republican Senate right wing was 
now at hand, just two months from Inau- 
guration Day.”’ 

Sooner or later there will have to be a 
showdown between the White House and 
the Senate die-hards. Key administration 
officials now concede this is inevitable. 


Under the leadership of such irrepressi- 
ble men as McCarthy and McCarran, one 
a Republican and the other a Democratic 
extremist, the skirmishing will continue. It 
will be just a matter of time before they 
find some new target to shoot at in the 
State department, with Secretary Dulles 
under fire more or less constantly all the 
while. 

Long-time associates of General Ike say 
that behind his calm exterior he has a tem- 
per that is capable of being aroused.

He 
is bound to put his foot down, and when he 
does it is extremely unlikely that the coun- 
try will fail to support him, considering the 
fact that he ran some 5,000,000 votes ahead 
of his party in the November election.

production of color television sets 
would be removed under a decision 
reported to have been made today. 

But it’s still likely to be two 
years or more before your living 
room set shows rainbow hues. That 
was the gist of testimony which 
Dr. Frank Stanton, president of 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
gave today before the House Com- 
merce Committee.

Stanton told the committee his 
firm has no plans, under present 
circumstances, to go ahead with 
color broadcasts or the production 
of color sets.

Atomic energy officials here 
said this was the only case in the 
area in which steps of this kind 
had been.taken during an atomic 
scientist’s illness. 


Army physicians had not been 
able to determine whether Twit- 
chell’s illness had anything to do 
with exposure to radio-activity. 

Twitchell had been a member 
of the radiation laboratory’s staff 
since 1940, when he took his 
master’s degree in chemistry at 
the University of California fol- 
lowing his graduation two years 
earlier from Rollins College.
